Ottawa; Ont.--Construction of rail- 
way outlets for the. Peate River 
country from thé Mackenzie River to 
Vancouver, through Peace — Pass, 
which. is claimed would increase the 
present season “on the Mackenzie to 
the Arctic from two and one-half, to 
four and one-half months, was ad:
